LONDON, July 7.—In the Commons this 
afternoon, during the debate on the report of 
the repression bill, Gladstone said that the 
Government had taken measures unknown to 
Parliament to operate against secret 
societies..

RAILROAD CHANGES.

LOUISVILLE, Kx., July 7.—A month ago 
Gen. E. P. Alexauder, first Vice President of 
the Louisville and Nashville forwarded his 
resignation to President Baldwin. Gen. 
Alexander has been in charge of the manage-

DEAD AT THE HOTEL. 

LONDON, July 7.—A dispatch from Mos- 
cow announces the sudden death of Gen. 
Skobeleff, the famous Russian general, at the 
Hotel Dassaux there. : 

HEART DISEASE. 

Moscow, July 7.—Skobeleff’s death was 

due to heart disease. 
His LIFE. 

Gen. Michael Demitrievitch Skobeleff, the 
famous Russian General, whose death is 
hronicied to-day by the cable, has had a ro- 
mantic career and was one of the most strik- 
ing Muscovite characters of the day. He 
supplied a striking illustration of the doctrine 
| Of heredity. He was a soldier born of sol- 
diers. Not only was his father a general of 
distinguished ability, but his grandfather 
rose by sheer force of fighting capacity from 
the ranks to first rank as a general in 
the Caucasus. From his youth up- 
ward Michael Dimitrievitch was a man of 
war. When only eighteen he took so ener- 
getic a part in some disturbances at the Uni- 
versity that his attendance at that seat of 
learning was summarily dispensed with, but 
not before he had acquired a mastery of sev- 
eral languages and an omniyorious appetite 
for reading. There were few better-read 
men in Europe than the General who made 
bimself the idol of the Russian army. before 
he was three-and-thirty. Wherever he went 
he carried his books with htm, and read, for 
for instance, the account of the massacre of 
Cabul in 1842 when sitting in his garden 
-at Bokhara, not knowing but that the next 
34 he might have to share the fate 
of Ephinstone. 

After his dismissal from the university he 
was sent with aregiment of the guards to as- 
sist in — * Polish insurrection. That 
was in 1863, when he was eighteen. Skobe- 
leff returned with his regiment to St. Peters- 
burg, but soon sickened of the sybaritism 
which is in vogue with guardsmen. He 
could not stand the idle life of the fine gen - 
tlemen of the Guard” and he left their so- 
clety for the Staff College about the time the 
Prussians were winning the battle of Sa- 
dowa. After two years’ diligent study he 
was sent off with a captain’s commission to 
the Caucasus—where his grandfather had 

ined his laurels—the year before the 

ranco-Prussian war broke out. 
EARLY EXPLOITS. 

He was then a youngster of four-and- 
twenty. The first two or three years were 
passed in guerrilla war in the mountains—a 
| service useful but uneventful. In 1873, when 


Khiva as Lieutenant Colonel of a reg- 
iment. He displayed such daring and enter- 
rise that when Khiva was captured he was 
ispatched with s couple of nomads to 
explore the desert region through which the 
Krasnovodsk column was to have advanced 
on the robber khanate of tne stéppes, but 
from which it had recoiled in dismay, after 
half its members had died of want of water. 
Skobeleff, having discharged his difficult mis- 
sion with brilliant success, was decorated, 
romoted to a coloneley, and attached to Gen. 
— staff. In 1875 he gained his 
major -generalship, in the first expediton 
against Khokand, and in 1876 he conquered 
that province at the head of four thousand 
men, and was made Governor of the tract of 
thirty thousand square miles which he haa 
added to the Russian Empire. As soon as 
the matives were defeated he waged such 
vigorous war on peculating contractors that 
they accused bim of defaications and got him 
reported to the Emperor as being a million 
roubles short in his accounts, Skobeleff 
posted up to the capital, demanded an in- 
quiry, displayed his vouchers and, after an 
exhaustive investigation, received a certifi- 
cate that his accouuts were all in order in 
every particular, No sooner had this heen 
settled than the Russo-Turkish war broke 
out, and Skobeleff marched off to Bulgaria 
without acommand. 
THE BULGARIAN CAMPAIGN. 
The story of his exploits in the Bulgarian 
campaign includes all that was most exciting 
in the war which brought the Russian arm 
within sight of the minarets of Stamboul. 
From the day when, to show the stuff he 


j 


e Gen. Dragomiroff was fore- 
ing the passage at Simnitza, to the time when 
he could with difficulty be restrained from 
marching into Constantinople as soon as the 
British fleet entered the Sea of Marmora, he 
was the most prominent actor in the drama. 
He became the legendary hero of the cam- 
paign, and in the minds of the common peo- 

glories. 
was always in the forefrontof the hottest 
battle; four horses were thot under him in 
ten days, but he was only wounded once, and 
after being in constant expectation of death 
for months hie returned home safe and sound. 
His white uniform was to his soldiers as the 
white plume of Henri Quatre at the battle of 
Ivry. “I have heard the soldiers speak of 
bim,“ says Lieut. Green, in his life of the 
Russian hero, as a general under whom they 
would rather fight and die than fight and live 
under another. They had often to 
die—sometimes fifty per cent of bis com- 
mand perished, but he spared no exertion to 
minister to their wants and to supply their 
needs. His division was the best fed and 
best clothed and best armed inthearmy. He 
was always with them in the most exposed 
positions in the fight, sleeping with them in 
the trenches and looking afterall their ne- 
cessities in the camp. In short, says Lieut. 
Greene, he suc ed so thorough in mak - 
ing himself one with nis division that bis men 
responded to his thoughts as readily as the 
muscles — Poor will. doubt if a more 
thoroughly relation between a General 
and his men has existed since the days of 


Cromwell.“

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A SON’S CRIME. 


A Thirteen-Year-Old Lad Shoots 
and Kills His Father, 


Because He Chastised Him for Fighting 
His Brother—A Kirkwood 
Tragedy. 


Bpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

KirKwoop, Mo., July 7.—A terrible 
ragedy, which will probably result in a 
murder, occurred near here to-dsy. Milton 
Smith, the son-in-law of Granville Eades, 
and who lived with the latter on the Big 
Bend Road, a mile south of this place, was 
shot, and it is feared mortally wounded, by 
his son, Guy Smith,a boy 13 years of age. 
Guy is a mischievous, wild child and fond of 
practical jokes. He had frightened a young- 
er brother by a trick he had played on him, 
andthe boy went and told his father. 
Mr. Smith examined into the matter, found 
that Guy had done wrong, and punished him 
for it. Soon after, Guy, in a fit of rage, seized 
a revolver, pointed it at nis father and fired. 

Mr. Smithis now under medical treatment, 
but it is thought that the wound will 
prove fatal He is suffering in- 
tensely. The affair has caused the 
greatest excitement, the youth of the would- 
be murderer being the especial feature of 
the case. 


LATER. 
The particulars of the shooting, 
which have just been learned by 


a PoOsT-DISPATCH reporter, are even more 
terrible than at first reported. Mr. Smith 
was killed instantly. Guy, who is said tobe 
in his twelfth year, has been a most unruly 
boy, hightempered and quarrelsome. 

His father whipped him about three weeks 
ago, and the boy openly boasted he would be 
revenged. When asked what he would do, 
he said: 

“LL KILL HIM 

tor it. Dll have his life.“ 

No attention was paid to what was thought 
to be childish wrath. This morning Mr. 
Eades and Mr. Smith, the boy’s grandfather 
and father, had their breakfast first, and went 
out on the place. His mother has been dead 
about a year, and since that time the boy 
has been more unruly than ever. 
When Guy came into breakfast nothing suit- 
edhim. He did not like what he was given 
to eat, and he told his grandmother so in yery 
violent language. When he tired of abuse he 
began to smash the china and throw things 
around generally. His grandmother, Mrs 
Eades, a very old lady, went out and called 
in his father to quiet him.

THE NEW WAR. 

A war with Egypt will cut off the large 
supply of cotton which England derives from 
the Nile valley, and should the Suez Canal 
route be closed or become hazardous, the 
India and China trade of Europe will be 
diverted fora time to the trans-American 
route. Therefore, since affairs have reached 
the point at which news of the bombardment 
of Alexandria is hourly expected, andithe mar- 
kets begin to be affected, inquiries as to what 
it is all about are made by many people who 
might have known all about it if they had 
read their papers. For their benefit a brief 
recapitulation of the troubles now assuming 
so warlike a shape is subjoined. 

Just after our war a number of American 
civil engineers and military men found lucra- 
tive employment in the service of the Khedive 
ISMAIL, and our papers teemed with letters 
about the wonderful things he was doing for 
Egypt by building railroads, offering liberal 
inducements to English and French capital- 
ists to assists in developing the land of the 
PHARAOHS, surrounding himself with enter- 
prising and progressive foreigners and sub- 
mitting himself to their guidance. In truth, 
he was making himself and his miser- 
able people victims of as keen a lot of 
capitalists as ever foreclosed a mortgage. 
England and France, each having its own end 
to serve in Africa, both fooled him to the top 
of his bent, building railroads and canals for 
him which they owned and controlied at his 
expense, till the time came, as it soon did, to 
foreclose on his Government and divide the 
administration between themselves. When 
the peasant of the Nile lands could no longer 
sell his crops for enough to pay the interest 
of the Khedive’s debts and the expenses of 
his profligate Government, ISMAIL was 
deposed and exiled with his harem, and 
TEWFIK was installed in his place, under a 
protectorate arrangement which made Eng- 
land and France Egypt’s assignees in bank- 
ruptey. Foreign influence was still para- 
mount, foreign tax-eaters still swarmed like 
locusts over the land, the peasant still yielded 
his crops under the bastinado and starved 
while they went to pamper foreign officials 
and creditors. ARABI BEY, being at the head 
of the army and in confidential communica- 
tion with the Sultan (who was in confidential 
communication with BISMARCK), put himself 
at the head of the national feeling aroused 
by this condition of affairs, defeated 
the budget paralyzed the authority of Khe- 
dive TEWFIK, and is to-day the real ruler of 
Egypt. Fierce popular outbreaks have driy- 
en out the foreigners, and, with her power 
insulted, her Suez Canal threatened and her 
capitalists pleading for the protection of their 
agents and investments in Egypt, England 
finds her action in the premises ser- 
ijously handicapped by unexpected com- 
plications. The co-operation of France 
is rendered uncertain by her own Tunisian 
policy, in view of the supposed understand- 
ing between Germany, Italy, Austria and the 
Porte with reference to Egyptian affairs—all 
of which makes it necessary for England to 
proceed with caution,soas to confine the 
trouble to its Egyptian boundaries. 

This is why the conclusion of the confer- 
ence at Constantinople and the agreement of 
the Powers as to the proper course have been 
awaited so patiently. The indications are 
that the nominal sovereignty of the Porte 
over Egypt will be brought into action, with 
military force furnished by Engiand. The 
latter in the meantime is making active and 
formidable preparations, while ARABI BEY 
seems to be on the quivive to repel aggres- 
sion. The commander of the English fleet in 
the harbor of Alexandria has threatened to 
bompard the city unless the work of menacing 
him with shore batteries and obstructions at 
the harbor outlet is stopped. The authority 
of the Sultan may be interposed too late. 
ARABI may himself be powerless to allay the 
popular feeling that is behind him, and the 
war liable to begin any moment is also liable 
to develop some new pointe of conflict among 
the Powers growing out of the old Eastern 
question, complicated with their several de- 
signs on the African coast of the Mediter- 
ranean,

GEN. SKOBELEFF, the most gallant officer 
in the Russian service, died suddenly at Mos- 
cow this morning. But two Muscovites came 
out of the great Russo-Turkish war of 1877-8 
with world-wide distinction, if we may ex- 
cept old TODLEBEN, who had earned his 
laurels inthe Crimea, These were SKOBE- 
LEFF and GOURKO, and of the two the for- 
mer alone had the dash, activity and energy 
which, coupled with rare foresight and 
intelligence, constitute the true cap- 
tain. SKOBELEFF was one of the very 
few Russian officers who had advanced 
beyond the military era of Pierre le Grand,“ 
but he was far more of a fighter than strate- 
gist, At Plevna he showed indomitable cour- 
age pushing his stolid troops against the 
earthworks, where half-starved Turks lay 
tor weeks with bags of cartridges and breach- 
loading rifles, murdering the drafted mou- 
jike as fast as they could be brought into 
line, battalion front. His generalship was 
of the GRANT Variety—brave, tenacious, but 
recklessly indifferent as to the waste 
of flesh and blood. Last year his bibu - 
lous speeches and warlike threats set all the 
war dogs of Europe to growling, and the 
Czar, by way of showing public displeasure, 
sent him into official exile in Turkestan, But 
recently he was appointed toa responsible 
position in connection with the Government 
of Bulgaria. SKOBELEFF was only forty 
years ofage. Like many of his countrymen , 
of the frozen regions, he had a fondnéss for: 
distilled spirits, and it will probably be 
found on investigation that the promising 
soldier shortened his days by dissipation.

A GENTLEMAN writes to the Springfield 
Daily Extra to inquire why it is that the 
Missouri Republican doesn’t give to its read- 
ers the details of the trial of the demurrer at 
the Lebanon Law School Moot Court, in Ten- 
nessee, of the State vs. its Governor, indict- 
ment for murder. He says that the indict- 
ment charged the Governor with the same 
facts that are now charged against Governor 
CRITTENDEN with respect to the killing of 
JESSE JAMES, and charged that the Governor 
of Tennessee was guilty of murder as acces- 
sory before the facts. The demurrer was in- 
terposed onthe ground that the indictment 
showed no crime committed against the laws 
of Tennessee. But the Judges of the Moot 
Court, composed of some of the Judges of 
the Supreme Court of Tennessee and some of 
the most eminent legal professors of law in 
the United States, held, after thorough in- 
vestigation and solemn argument, that the 
indictmeat was good and sufflelent in law, 
andthatif the facts were proven as stated, 
therein demurred to, would convict of mur- 
der. If the law of murder is the same in 
Missouri as in Tennessee, Mr. CRITTENDEN 
certainly has no reason to feel complimented 
by this Moot Court decision, which "was 
probably based: on the fact that he at one 
time confessed himself the accomplice of the 
Fons in the assassination of Jusse Jamés.

WASHINGTON, July 5.—There never Was 
such another Fourth of July as yesterday 
since the fathers signed the Declaration. The 
rain descended andthe floods came; the 
streets were sluices of muddy water, and the 
wind howled with a genuine November blast. 
Overcoats were comfortable, or, rather, noth- 
ing was comfortable, but overcoats Were a 
necessity. The outlook at 10 o’clock was not 
hilarious, but the oldest inbabitants were aot 
dismayed, and had their usual reunion at the 
Corcoran Building. The usual salute was 
fired and the usual accident occurred— a man 
nad his arm blown off, and had to be carried 
to Providence Hospital to have the shattered 
stump amputated. The small boy was out 
in great force, and after 2 o’ciock, when the 
rain ceased, fire-crackers rent the 


air, But although the torrents ceased 


the sun only blinked once or twice and went 
back to bed, giving up the field to a nor’- 
easter that sent the rheumatic pains and neu- 
ralgic aches flying up and down the spines of 
sensitive people. But anything is better than 
the scorching, torrid, blazing heat of a week 
ago.

The ordinary well-to-do Moor, of whom 
there are a large number of the merchant 
class, have to content themselves by buying 
in the open market, and, consequently, the 
slave market 1s a highly patronized institu- 
tion. The court in which this is usually held, 
on three days in every week, opens out of a 
labyrinth of small, narrow streets, which 
forms the bazaar or general market of the 
city, a place in which the higher class of 
Moor would not on other occasions deign to 
be seen. As the afternoon wears on, how- 
ever, they may be seen ambling down on their 
gayly caparisoned mules, with a slave behind 
them, to the entrance of the court, where 
they dismount, and recline in picturesque 
groups around the inclosure. About the 
same time arrive by twos and threes those 
who are to be sold, being placed by the 
salesmen in some small recesses or stalls 
opening on to the court. 

There were about fifty or sixty persons for 
sale of both sexes and all ages, most of them 
black as jet, and from their features evident- 
ly natives of Soudan, some of whom were to 
be sold only in lots, with two or three chil- 
dren. These were the drudges for house 
and field work, the price ot whom is always 
moderate, and strictly commensurate to the 
amount of work they are likely to be able to 
perform. 

But beside these were two female figures 
Who evidently excited no small amount of 
interest in the gray-bearded old Moors who 
formed no small proportion of the purchas- 
ers. One of them was a closely-veiled Moor- 
ish girl, whose features were revealed only to 
inquiring customers, but who from a pass- 
ing glance did not appear to be remarkabie 
for her beauty; the other was a really pretty 
girl from the Province of Sus, whose rose- 
colored caftan and green silk head-dress con- 
trasted pleasantly with her pleasant complex- 
ion and long, black lashes. They were all 
neatly and tidily dressed, bearing no sign of 
ili-treatment or scant nourishment, and were 
treated with all consideration both by sales- 
men and purchasers, though the examination 
made by the latter of the teeth, arms, etc., 
of those they bid for was very repulsive to 
those unaccustomed to such sichts.

Barnum’s White Elephant. 
New York Special to Cincinnati Gazette. 
Alderman Roosevelt offered a preamble 


and resolution in the Board of Aldermen on 
June 13, to the effect that as information had 
been received tkat a Siamese princewas about 
to visit this country as a special embassa- 
dor“ of the King of Siam, a committee be 
appointed to make suitable arrangements for 


his reception, and to extend to him the hos- 


pitalities and courtesies due to the repre- 
sentative of such a nation. There was ob- 
jection at che time to the resolution, some Al- 


dermen not having before heard of sucha 


country as Siam, and others desiring time to 


find out whether there was any scheme coy- 
ered uncer the resolution which micht 
affect the coming elections in their districts. 
June 27 Mr. Roosevelt again offered the reso- 
lution, and after he had made a speech in ex- 
planation of it the resolution passed, with 
only four dissenting votes. President Sauer 
appointed a committee for the purpose of en- 
tertaining the Prince, and Mr. Roosevelt was 
made chairman. The committee has not yet 
been called together, and a good deal of in- 
terest has been aroused as to what informa- 
tion the Aldermen acted on. The general sup- 
position has been that the Prince was a myth, 
and that the sole purpose of the committee 
was to get charge of an appropriation in view 
of the coming election.

Some Heavy Games Played in St. 
Louis. 
Poker, Faro, Seven-Up and Monte Game 
at Which Fortunes Were Won 
and Lost. 


Accounts of a game of draw poker recently 
played in New York at which the holder 
gave up $150,000 toa gentleman who backed 
astraight flush have been going the rounds 
of the country as the highest stakes ever 


placed on the green cloth in this 
country. A canvass of opinions 
of the local sporting fraternity was 


made, and it was generally admitted that no 
such amount had ever been bet on a game of 
chance in St. Louis, which twenty-five years 
ago was the greatest gambling center in the 
United States. Cuddy Armstrong, who ran 
the river in the fifties, said: I've seen some 
tall games, but I don’t think I ever saw any- 
thing as large as $150,000 bet on a single hand 
and I don’t suppose anybody else will. I was 


running the river between 1850 and 1860, and 
if there was heavy play any piace on earth it 
was onthe Mississippi steamers in those 
days. The Southern cotton-planters — 
to St. Louis to make purchases would boar 
the boat and deposit $50,000 to $200,000 in the 
safe. Half if not al! the trip was spent at 
poker. I have seen 2 hundred games 
in which from $5,000 to $25,000 
was won and lost. The highest 
play I ever saw made was between & 
company of pianters from some point in 
Mississippi, One player 
LOST $70,000 

during the game, which lasted 48 hours. 
The players received their meals on tables 
beside the play and none of the men missed 
five hands during that time.’’ Billy Carroll, 
of the Pine street shades, said: Well, there 
ain’t any plays like that made around here 
now, and ldon’t believe there ever was one. 
The biggest stake I remember was played 
at Wakefield & Sanfords house. Gen. Dor- 
riss started playing gagainst the bank one 
night and got theiroll, which amounted to 
something over $8,000. Sanfordjwas dealing, 
and just as the bank closed Wakefield, who 
is now a convict in the Fulton Insane Asylum, 
came in, and Sanford toid him the bank was 
broke. Dorriss began to banter Wakefield, 
who pulled out a roll and offered to bank ior 
htm. He took the box and invited Dorriss to 
stake the whole $8,000 on one card, or any- 
thing else he wanted to put up. The deal 


began, and before it closed Wakefield won 


| back the bank-roll and cleaned Dorriss out,

WINNING $10,000. 
The biggest amount ever staked on a short- 
card game in St. Louis was won 
by Bob Potee. When I was keeping at No. 
510 Market street a faro room was run up- 
stairs. Bob and another gambier began play - 
ing ‘seven up’ for $100 and $200 a corner, and 
finally be proposed to put up his pile on 
seven points straight. They put up 
$1,800 EACH ON THE FIRST SEVEN POINTS, 
and Potee won by one point. 
I guess the biggest three-card 
monte games ever played were in St. Louis 
and Chicago. Tibbet, the Chicago monte 
man, worked a preacher for $9,000 and his 
watch and chain in 1874, but old Dad Ryan, 
of St. Louis, called the fat baby. The old- 
style card was a fat baby face. You see, & 
man wil take three cards and so that the 
players will notice him mark the winnin 
card with an ear, or something that way, an 
in the shuffle he'll change the ¢mark 
to another card so that nobody in the world 
can tell it, and of course you’ll grab the 
marked card and lose your money. It’s dead 
robbery, of course, and done in different 
ways. I tnink it was in 1859 that Dad Ryan 
run against a three-card monte man one 
night while he was balf full and put upa 

BET OF $10,000 

that he would turn up the 
winning card. The {monte man 
began shuffling and moakeyiug with the 
cards and looking around, but Dad kept his 
eyes on him, and when the three cards were 
laid down on the table he turned the fat baby 
up and made that monte man fork over the 
money without any unnecessary delay.” 

In his younger days Col. Nat. C. Ciaiborne, 
the well-known attorney, was as high a roller 
as there was in the country. One night 
in Richmond, Va., shortly after the war, Col. 
Claiborne staked a shinplaster““ of a small 
denomination on a card after * a large 
amount of money. Luck turned his way, 
and within the next six hours he

Dorriss and one ofjthe Lucases were playing 
poker, when the latter began to bluff to save 
a big pot, out of which everybody put Dorries 
had dropped.

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CONFLICTS ABOUT CHILDREN. 


A Widow and a Widower Before Judge 
Thompson—Parents’ Grievances. 


Judge Seymour D. Thompson, of the Court 
of Appeals, the only Judge to be found in 
chambers at the Court-house at present, sits 
to-day and to-morrow in two cases of habeas 
corpus. The first application is that of a 
mother, Mrs. Clements, seeking to 
recover possession of a four-year-old lad, 
Charies B. Clements.
